It is pome weeks ago since last I 
wrote you nnd as I have an oppor- 
tunity tu do so cow, I will write 
a few lines hoping that they will be 
>f Interest tu your readers. I receive 
vour paper* regularly nnd they are 
very welcome, ns reading matter la 
very warce here nnd the time pawes 
very slowly. The boys (the volun- 
teers) want to return home to their 
lifferrnt occupations, and who can 
lilaine them? 
Harrison duty Is not 


the height of their ambition, but if 
Ihe Insurgents continue to cause us 
trouble there Is not one of the volun- 
leere butnvonld gladly serve out hi* 
two yeans* enlistment. 


You have no doubt rend about the 


nsurgeiitu, under Agulnaldo, attack- 
ing the Americans nt Manila. 
I did 


not take part In that atfa;r because 
on December 2C last 1 was ordered to 
go to Iloilo, at which place the in- 
urgents were causing ngreat deal of 
trouble. This expedition was known 
ns the First Separate Brigade and 
consisted of the ISth U. S. Ilegulars 
on bunnl the IT. S. Transport Arl- 
nina. 51st Iowa Regiment on board 
the Pennsylvania. Itattery O, Cth U. 
K. Artillery and thirty hospital corps 
men, together with General Miller 
and staff on boanl the Newport. 
The U. S. gunboat Haltlmore accom- 
panied US. 


Iloilo Is about SVt miles from Man- 


ila and is on the Island of Pnnay. 
Our trip, which took in the same 
route that one would take going 
from Manila to Kidney. Australia, 
wnsavery pleasant one, we being 
within threemiles of land continually, 
and the scenery was far beyond any- 
thing that I had ever seen.

IN FAVOR OF THE CENTAUR CO. 


Jadse Adami (iranted an Injunction 


In Ihr Ca»torla Case. 


In the United States Circuit Court 


Tuesday afternoon Judge Adams hand- 
oil down an opinion in the suit of the 
Centaur Company, of Xcw York City. 
against Samuel W. Ks'.irgcr. of .-^t. 
Ijouis. the suit being for an injunction 
to restrain the defendant from using 
the plaintiffs remedy, "Castoria." 


It was stated In complainant's bill 


that the Centaur Company, of which 
Charles II. Fletcher is president, is the 
sole manufacturer of "Castoria," and 
alleged that the defendant had Ix-en 
felling medicine in packages closely re- 
rcmbiing those of the New York firm. 
A preliminary injunction was prayed 
for to restrain the defendants from in 
any way pirating upon the complain- 
ant's business. The bill averred that th» 
damages sustained were large, but 
could not be estimated. Thepleaofthe 
defendant -was that he had a right to do 
as he had done. 


Evidence in the ease was taken by af- 


fidavits. Judge Adams, without leav- 
ing the bench, delivered an opinion in 
which he elenounerd imitators of well- 
known medicines. He said the practice 
was a species of robb<ry acd he would 
grant the injunction sought. 


The medicine "Castoria** was at first 


protected by patent and later by Hbel 
and tric!e mark. The p'.aintifl claimed 
that other decisions similar to the one- 
har.drd down yesterday have beea se- 
cured In the Federal courts, cases being 
Innumerable In Chicago, Icdiinapo!is. 
District of Columbia. Texas and Xevr 
Jersey, in all of which tte courts grant- 
ed injunctions. 


The attorneys in this init were Sed- 


don and Itlalr, of St. Louis, and F. H. 
Scott, of Chicago, for the 
complain- 


ants acd Michael KinealJy for th» de- 
fendant. The preliminary injunction is 
understood to tettle the point of lavr 
involved, but the question of damage* 
will be adjudged when the case has iti 
final hearing.
